1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks 
filed October 27, 2003. All rejections have been overcome.

3. Claiml 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the ciaim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 2 requires that the article is waterproof, while claim 1 also 
requires that the article be waterproof. It is suggested that Applicant cancel claim 12.
